| tin, president of the United Au- 


tomobile Workers of America, out- 
lined to the Post-Dispatch corre- 
spondent' today his view of the 
positive and substantia: advan- 
tages gained by the union in its 
settlement with the Chrysler Cor- 

ration. He then announced that 
the sit-down strike was no longer 
an approved part of the union’s 
tactics, and that henceforth “we 
are discouraging its use.” 

The sit-down «trike, he declared, 
was an emergency measure, not 
intended to be permanent. 

‘It is no longer an instrument 
which we defend,” he said. It 
was adopted to meet similarly ille- 
gal tactics of employers, such as 
espionage. It was fighting fire 
with fire, and the union was sensi- 
ble of its dangers. 

“We have now entered definite- 
ly on an enlightened era, affecting 
doth employers and employes. We 
have established a factual relation- 
ship with the automotive industry. 
The employe, as. well as the em- 
‘ployer, has a duty to perform, and 
the employer has the right to hold 
the union responsible for such per- 
fimance. The union has shown 
‘Gat it expects to live up to the 
Mirit and the letter of its agree- 
ment.” 

Advantages of Chrysler Pact. 

Of the Chrysler agreement, an- 
nounced at Lansing Tuesday night, 
Martin said these advantages to 
the union had resulted:

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House Rejects Proposal by 
Vote of 51 to 74—Fa-

JEFFERSON CITY, April 8. 
Ratification of the chili labor 
amendment to the Federal Con- 


stitution again was rejected by the 
Missouri Legislature late yester- 
day, when the House decisively de- 
feated the Hogan resolution for 
approval of the amendment by a 
vote of 51 “ayes” and 74 “nays.” 
The favorable vote was 25 less than 
the required constitutional major- 
ity of 76 votes in the House. 

This was the fourth failure of 
a child labor amendment ratifica- 
tion proposal in the Missouri Legis- 
lature. 

Both houses of the 1925 Legis- 
lature adopted a resolution which, 
by amendment, converted a rati- 
fication proposal into one of 
specific rejection. 

A ratification proposal failed, of 
final passage by both houses of 
the 1933-1934 special session. A 
like resolution was killed by a 
House committee in the 1933 legis- 
lative session. 

Vote Exceeds tions. 

Defeat of the resolution in this 
session, introduced by Representa- 
tive Edward J. Hogan of St. 
Louis, business agent for a brewery 
workers’ union, had been forecast, 
but the decisive vote exceeded the 
expectations of the opponents. 

Parliamentary demands of pro- 
ponents of the Hogan resolution— 


which were overruled—that Speak- | 


er Christy hold that passage of 
the resolution would require only 
a bare majority of House mem- 
bers present and voting, instead of 
a constitutional majority, faded 
into insignificance after the roll 
call showed a crushing defeat of 
the proposal. 

Speaker Christy decided, on the 
basis of House rules and available 
authorities, that a constitutional 
majority of 76 votes was required 
for adoption of the resolution. 

The ratification proposal appar- 
ently is dead, so far as this ses- 
sion is concerned. No such resolu- 
tion is pending in the Senate. 
House supporters of the Hogan 
resolution have a large handicap 
to overcome in the adverse vote re- 
corded yesterday if they should ask 
for a reconsideration. 

Summary of Debate. 

Arguments during the three and 
a half hours of debate largely were 
a repetition of those submitted by 
supporters and opponents of the 
amendment in earlier mass demon- 
strations at hearings before the 
House Committee on Constitution- 
al Amendments. 

Representative Maurice Schechter 
of St. Louis led the fight for rati- 
fication,.in which proponents con- 
tended the grant of legislative 


power to Congress would provide 


more. protection to children, pro- 
mote child welfare and correct 
sweatshop and vicious child labor 
conditions.

JEFFERSON CITY, April 8&— 

Gov. Stark’s proposal: to increase 


| the State gasoline tax to 3 cents a 


gallon was passed by the House of 
Representatives today by a vote of 
N to 40. 

The measure, which provides for 
an increase of 1 cent over the pres- 


ent tax, now goes to the Senate. It 


is expected to provide an additional 
$5,500,000 a year in revenue for road 
construction and maintenance pur- 
poses. If passed by the Senate, the 
increase will become effective Dec. 
7, 1938. 

The bill experienced little of the 
opposition it previously faced in 
the House on perfection. At thre 
time it received only 74 favorable 
votes. The measure is considered 
to be the leading administration 
bill backed by the Governor.

Col. B. M. Casteel, superintendent 
of the Patrol, told the Senate com- 
mittee last night that the added 
radio facilities would enable the 
87 men now on the Patrol to do 
work 250 troopers would be needed 


to perform with the one radio sta- 
| tion which the organization now 


has at Jefferson City. 
The plan, he explained, is to place 


7 new stations at Kirkwood,

Justice Sutherland told Johnston 
that “what troubles me is the 
pooling arrangement” under which 
the tax money is placed in a com- 
mon fund. 

“Is there any attempt at classi- 
fication of the several industries?” 
he asked Johnston. . 

“None at all,” the attorney re- 
plied, adding that the same tax 
was imposed on all industries. 

Bibb contended in his argument 
that an employer is obligated to aid 
in caring for the jobless. 

Questioned by Justice McRey- 
nolds, Bibb said the act did not ap- 
ply to employers of less than eight 
persons, or to farm labor. 

“What is the theory of the stat- 
ute under such an interpretation?” 
Justice McReynolds asked. 

Bibb explained it was intended to 
“reach the real source of unemploy- 
ment and unemployment problems.“ 
He added that when a large factory 


closed down it was “far more sig- 


nificant and damaging” than if a 
large number of smaller establish- 
ments suspended, 

Justice McReynolds said the act 
levied a “tax on people who were 
not indigent for the benefit of indi- 
gent people of a particular class.” 

“Doesn't the act say,” he added, 
“that because a man can’t employ 
more people he won't be taxed, 
while if a man is able to employ 
a person he will be taxed?” 

Bibb replied that it was part of 
an employer’s obligation to assist 
in providing for those who are 
thrown out of work.
